MISSIONARY to the primitive tribes of the State of 
Mato Grosso, Brazil, attracted the curiosity of 
local residents by sitting and staring at small pieces 
of paper. This was his mail, but the unsophisticated 
villagers were unaware of the fact; they had never 
seen writing or printing. 
~ When asked why he looked at the bits of paper, he 
explained that this was the way he received news. 
Later, when the same group saw him reading his 
Bible, he explained that from this Book he received 
news of God, the great Father of all. 
_ From that time on, the people would approach him 
and ask, “‘What news is there today from the great 
Father?” 
| What news, indeed! Wherever the Bible goes 
today—whether to the new literate in the Congo...

May 
they remind everyone that the Good News of Christ’s 
love to a needy world must be shared with millions, 
who, their lives darkened by grief or sin, ask daily, 
‘‘What news is there today from the great Father?”

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Journeys in the Sudan

HARTOUM— Juba—Lainya— Yei— Mundri— 
Maridi— Yambio—Leranga—Nzana. [hese are 
strange names of far-away places to the readers of the 
Bible Society Record. They, however, are real and 
made up the itinerary of a 2,000-mile trip which I 
made in the Sudan earlier this year. 

The Khartoum Depot is situated on the banks of 
that ancient River Gihon, as it is called, at the source 
of Lake Taana. From the depot this precious Book, 
“The Water of Life,” goes 
into homes, offices, markets, 
to the pedestrians, motor- 
ists, factory directors and 
workers, teachers and _ stu- 
dents, doctors, nurses and 
patients. Many drink from 
the stream that passes their 
way. The combined effort 
of depot, colporteurs and 
missionaries unhindered by 
the Government have shown 
the result of the year’s work 
—9,779 copies, composed of 
653 Bibles, 4,338 New Testa- 
ments and 4,788 Portions 
distributed in twenty lan- 
guages under very severe 
climatic conditions. ‘To fol- 
low the “‘man with the 
Book” and make a record of 
his method of persuasion as 
he contacts the would-be-purchaser, is a fascinating 
experience. Each colporteur develops his own tech- 
nique. One colporteur often speaks to Moslems of 
the miracles of Our Lord. Another speaks of the need 
of salvation for every man. ‘The Jews are approached 
with the facts of recent developments in Palestine. 
Most often a Book is left behind. Every device is put 
to use for the distribution of the Scriptures. 

In Juba I was able to show two Bible films, ‘“The 
Leaves of the Tree” and “The Apostle’s Island,” to 
the Governor, his Deputy and other leading per- 
sonalities, all of whom publicly expressed their 
appreciation of the films and their message. The fol- 
lowing day the films were shown to the students of 
the Secondary Government School. There were 
about one hundred of these young lads, all Southern 
Sudanese. 

At Yei I called on the mission staff and met Miss 
Guilleband, who started translating the Psalms in 
Bari this past summer. She looks forward to the 
completion of this very important project as soon as 
possible.

When I arrived at Yambio, Enosa Penyi, o 
colporteur, was working in the cotton market seven 
teen miles away distributing the Scriptures. Whe: 
he returned the next day we met daily for conference 
reviewing the Scripture needs of the people an¢ 
planning a few trips together. It was very interestin$ 
to see him actually work. Enosa speaks both som; 
English and Arabic. To his own people he speaks thi 
Zande language; to the northern Moslems, Arabic 
and to the Greek mer 
chants, English. In ever: 
instance he witnesses to thi 
message of the Book ever 
though he may not sell one 
He is respected by all, ever 
the authorities and alwayj 
maintains his winning smile 
amid difficulties. 

Enosa Penyi Tarifa wai 
appointed colporteur in 195) 
and since that time he hai 
traveled over 2,000 miles or 
his cycle carrying the Wore 
of God to his people in the 
fields, homes, shops, govern: 
ment and private offices' 
This Man with the Cycle anc 
Book, as he is called, had one 
experience last year when he 
was arrested for not having z 
license. When it was pointec 
out to the Governor that he could not get a license 
because he was not a trader, he was given complete 
freedom to go everywhere distributing the Scriptures. 
This liberty for Scripture distribution and other 
religious liberty is far above our expectation and we 
are grateful to the Government and the people re) 
the Sudan for this tolerance. We pray that nothing on 
our part will interfere or interrupt this liberty. 

The new day that has dawned on the Sudan should 
bring with it the sunshine of reasonable prosperity. 
With the coming financial aid from several sources, 
Sudan looks forward to a future with confidence. 
Her sons and daughters are seeking education as never 
before. The university is thriving, and girls are taking 
their places on most faculties. The new Bible House. 
which is the same age as the New Independent Su- 
dan, will also play its part by giving to the sons and 
daughters of this new state the Book that would 
brighten their outlook for the present and the future. 

The Book must be poured into Africa to counter- 
balance the other and dangerous literature which i: 
spreading like wildfire. Send us the Books and we’l 
do the work with His help.

Gospels of John Distributed

The Bibles brought in- 
to Japan by the Protestant 
missionaries at first were 
Bibles in the Dutch, Eng- 
lish and the Chinese lan- 
guages. But the mission- 
aries, on their arrival in 
Nagasaki and Yokohama, 
started the translation of 
the Scriptures into the 
Japanese language. It 
took 20 years for the com- 
plete Bible to be trans- 
lated and the publication 
of the whole Bible took 
place in 1887 (20th year of Meiji). Its publication 
was similar to the explosion of a bomb in the Japanese 
nation at that time. One famous writer points out 
that the coming of the whole Bible translation was an 
epoch in Japanese “thought” history. This was the 
Bible in the classical version that was used until the 
Kogotai Bible was published in 1955 (see Bible 
‘Society Record—September, 1959 Centennial Issue).

Great Changes 


One hundred years have brought great changes in 
Japan—changes which came to a climax in the im- 
mediate years following the war. Yet with many of 
the old things gone and the new foundations not 
firmly established, Japan is at present in a state of 
spiritual uncertainty, searching for something to 
grasp. To meet this challenge about 5,000 mission- 
aries—3,000 Protestant and 2,000 Roman Catholic— 
are working in the country to help the existing 
Christian population, which numbers about 600,000 
‘souls. It is well known in Japan that the Christians 
‘exercise an influence far out of proportion to their 
‘small numbers. There are several Christians in high

Japan Protestant 
churches under the aus- 
pices of the National 
Christian Council have 
been promoting centenary 
evangelistic campaigns 
and various local and 
group celebrations. Proj- 
ects that were planned five 
years ago have been ful- 
filled. ‘The world-known 
evangelist, Dr. Stanley Jones, and his teams have 
been invited six times to Japan and have campaigned 
throughout the whole country. They have reported 
seekers numbering 16,609. Dr. Lawrence Lacour’s 
evangelistic campaigns have been carried on for five 
successive years. His campaigns have been unique. 
Forty places were chosen for concentrated evangel- 
ism. They were almost all small towns which were be- 
lieved difficult to evangelize. Dr. Lacour and his 
team have come to those forty towns successively for 
five years. They stayed in the towns two months 
every summer. Team members were from various 
denominations from America but the majority have 
been Methodists. Exactly forty churches have been 
established in the towns where the campaigns were 
started five years ago.

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BRAZIL’S BOOK OF THE YEAR sy tt 


RAZIL is larger than the United States if we ex- 
B clude Alaska and Hawaii. Most of its 60,000,000 
people live near the sea on the East coast and in the 
more advanced southern states. Penetration into the 
interior is progressing. ‘The population is growing at 
the rate of 1,000,000 per year. There are about 6,000 
evangelical churches in Brazil. If we add to this the 
unorganized congregations and preaching points, we 
may count on Beaute 10,000 places in w cia the Bible 
is regularly studied. 

Many of the churches in Brazil develop from 
Bible study groups sponsored by an_ organized 
church. These groups, usually led by laymen, develop 
into preaching points, and eventually into organized 
churches. One church in Nilopolis celebrated its 
fifteenth anniversary by organizing its tenth daughter 
church. 

Although there are evangelical denominations 
which have been in existence in Brazil for more than 
a hundred years, and there are many third-generation 
evangelical Christians, the large proportion of ‘‘be- 
lievers’’ are first-generation Christians, many of them 
quite new Christians, with the zeal and enthusiasm 
commonly found among the recently converted. 

Because of the challenge of this great country it isa 
great joy to present the story of Brazil’s Book of the 
Year to the Bible Society family. 

The Brazil Bible Soci- 
ety has announced, with 
great joy and pride the 
publication of the newly 
revised Bible in Portu- 
guese. To be known as 
‘““Edicao Revista e Atua- 
lizada no Brasil,” the 
publication of this latest 
revision of the Bible in 
Brazilian Portuguese 
brings to a close a work 
begun in 1943. 

The most widely used 
translation of the Bible in 
Portuguese is the version 
made in the seventeenth 
century by Jodo Ferreira 
de Almeida, a Portuguese 
minister of the Dutch Reformed Church who served 
as missionary in the Dutch East Indies. His trans- 
lation of the New Testament, published in 1681 in 
Amsterdam, was the first translation of the New 
Testament into the Portuguese language. Almeida 
did not live to finish his translation of the Old Testa- 
ment, which was completed by Danish missionaries 
in ‘Tranquebar, India, and published in 1753 in 
Batavia, Java. ‘The complete Bible, in one volume, 
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Sec. Alves (left) and Sec. 


was first published by the British and Foreign aa 
Society in 1819. 

Since then the American Bible Society and th 
British and Foreign Bible Society have publishec 
millions of volumes of the Portuguese Scriptures, thé 
distribution of which has been in the hands of th 
Brazil Bible Society, organized in 1948. The Por 
tuguese Bible has formed the bulk of Brazil’s annual 
Scripture distribution, which for the past three 
years has exceeded one million volumes each year. 

It is interesting to note that the first translation o 
the Scriptures into Portuguese was made not in Por: 
tugal or Brazil but in Asia, by Protestant missionaries| 

The underlying text was often deficient, the 
language was at many points antiquated and ob: 
solete, and there were not a few misleading. trans: 
lations. So in April 1943, a meeting held by the 
“United Bible Societies” (the name of the Americar 
Bible Society and British and Foreign Bible Society 
Agency which preceded the Brazil Bible Society) de: 
cided that the Almeida Bible should be revised. Twe 
committees were organized: the Revision Committee 
which carried on the actual work of revision, and the 
Consultative Committee, a larger group composed o: 
ministers and laymen from all over Brazil, to whor 
were sent copies of the work in progress, and who sent

Japan Centenary celebration meeting is scheduled to 
be held at Meiji Stadium, the place where the World 
Christian Education and Sunday School Convention 
was held in 1958, inviting about 15,000 representa- 
tives from abroad and local churches. 

Representatives from the. World Council of 
Churches, International Missionary Council and 
many mission boards participated. About 500 repre- 
sentatives from overseas Japanese churches are visiting 
their homes and their local churches at this occasion 
and will attend the meeting. The central committee 
with 15 separate committees and 300 committee 
members has been working to promote the centenary 
program.

ECENTLY an estimated 80,000 people watched a two- 
R semester telecourse on the Bible entitled ‘““The Life 
and Teaching of Jesus,’ conducted each Saturday on 
WMAL-TYV in Washington, D.C. It is believed that it 
was the first television course on religion given for college 
credit. The teacher was Dr. Edward Bauman, Assistant 
Professor of Religion and chaplain of the American Uni- 
versity. 

American University offered two college credits to 
students who successfully completed the course, including 
a final examination on the university campus. Many 
others enrolled, however, to take the course on a “‘non- 
credit”’ basis for its educational value.
